The Welfare Council, top coord iukting body of the city’s 
private social agencies, “tolerates widespread discrimina- 
tion against children” for race or color, it was charged yes- 


terday by the Citizens’ Committee 
on Children of New York City. 

The Committee noted that the 
Welfare Council has not yet sup- 
ported a City Council law prohibit- 
ing public subsidy to agencies re- 
fusing to accept “a reasonable 
proportion of homeless and de- 
pendent children from all racial 
groups.” 

The charge was embodied in a 
statement criticizing Robert P. 
Lane, WC head, for “protecting” 
private agencies from criticism re-

“an essential public service for all. 
the children needing care.” 

The Committee pointed out that 
the needs of all the children take 
the precedence over protection of
